The state-level report also 
satisfies federal reporting 
requirements under the No 
Child Left Behind Act. 


The purpose of these 
local and state reports 
is to provide parents, 


educators, policymakers 
and the public an easy- 
to-use summary of vital 
statistics and trends about 
Missouri’s public education 
system, prekindergarten 
to grade 12. All statistics 
in this report are from the 
2006-07 school year. 


2006-07 Highlights 


e K-12 enrollment was 
virtually unchanged 

in 2006-07, dropping 

by just 439 to a total 

of 899,558. Preschool 
enrollment, however, 
continued its steady 
growth, rising to more 
than 21,000 (up 17.5%). 
Preschool enrollment 
has nearly doubled in 
the last five years. In all, 
P-12 enrollment in public 
schools totaled 920,613. 


e Missouri students made 
significant gains in math 
achievement in grades 

4 and 8, according to 


the results of the 2007 
National Assessment of 
Educational Progress 
(NAEP) exams. 


@ The annual dropout rate 
increased slightly again 

in 2006-07, rising from 
4.0% to 4.2%. The overall 
graduation rate (85.8%) 
was unchanged. 


e The average teacher 
salary increased about 3% 
to $43,524. 


e The percentage of 
Hispanic students in 
Missouri increased from 
3.1% to 3.4%, or about 
30,500 out of the total 
K-12 population. 


e Although the average 
score was unchanged 
for Missouri students, 
the percentage of high 
school graduates taking 
the ACT exam increased 
significantly, to 74%.

In 2007 Missouri students posted small to moderate gains in almost every subject and grade level tested 
by the Missouri Assessment Program (MAP) tests. This was the second year of administration for the so- 
called “grade-leve 


tests in communication arts and mathematics. An average of 67,000 students took 


the tests in communication arts and/or mathematics at each of the eight grade levels tested. The results 
from these tests are used for state-level accreditation purposes as well as for federal accountability 
purposes (No Child Left Behind).
